That the De­ 
partment of War of the United

bai not the power to put an end to 
indignities and the wrongs iwhich are 
heaped upon one class at West Point by 
another, is nothing bs) than a shame and 
d ?ep humiliation. The War Department 
has issued orders prohibiting such dis­ 
graceful work, and many cadets have been 
dismissed in disgrace, but that has not 
succeeded in abolishing the custom. The 
trouble is, the punishment for hazing, is 
not 
severe 
enough. 
Dismissing 
a 
cadet 
is 
not 
enough 
in

cases. 
Something more' severe and just 
should be adopted. 
If there is power 
enough in the Government, it should at 
once and forever, settle the question of 
hazing, regardless of what it costs. Gen­ 
eral Schofield, now the Superintendent at 
West Point, caused the expulsion of six 
cadets last week, but this did not stop the 
insults and indignities which are hurled at 
the poor plebes. General Schofield seems 
determined lo inaugurate a reform, but 
unless the War Department provides for a 
severer and a juster system of punishment 
than has yet been adopted, we have but 
little faith that he will be successful. There 
is power enough in our State laws to pre* 
vent cruelties from being inflicted upon 
scholars in our public schools, and why 
the War Department ot the Government 
can’t protect its cadets at West Point 
from the grossest insults aud the deepest 
wrongs, Is a mystery.

W hat H ay be E xpected iu th e F a ll. 


W a sh in g to n , July 21—Ex-Congress­ 
man Jure Haralson, of Alabama, is here, 
advising with prominent Republicans as 
to the exodus movement of blacks which, 
he says, will set in this fall, with an earnest­ 
ness and wholesale sweep not now dreamed 
of. Ile says that not less than 15,000 will 
leave hi9 district alone, this fall, to say 
nothing of other parts of the State. The 
same rate irom other district will take 
100,000 from Alabama alone. 
Mr. Haral ­ 
son describes himself as not much oi an 
xodusman; that is, 
he 
believes 
it 
is 
a 
remedy 
which should 
be 
used with great caution. He says, how­ 
ever, that his people are infatuated with 
the idea of goiug North this tall, aad no 
earthly power can prevent them, (no mat­ 
ter it iney have lo walk and beg bread, 
they are going, he says. It is as useless to 
argue with them about it as to debate with 
the cast wind. The black man who 
speaks against it is called a traitor to his 
race, and loses influence. It they will go, 
Haralson does not believe they should go 
to Kansas, being enough there already tor 
a timber I ess country. He favors Southern 
illinois, indiana and Ohio, where they can 
scatter out aud get work from the wnitcs 
lo -ii ay he had a long talk with General 
iiaum, Commissioner ct internal Revenue 
who lives in Southern Illinois. 
Upon this 
subject, General Raum thinks four or five 
hundred families could get work and make 
a living in three or four counties of South­ 
ern Illinois, and be welcomtd by farmers,

FAINTING AND ITS CAUSE.

Fainting is so common with some per­ 
sons, particularly women, and the cause of 
it so little understood by non-professional 
people, that some knowledge on the sub­ 
ject often proves 
valuable. Faintness 
consist in temporary failure of the activity 
of the heart, the blood not being properly 
circulated in consequence. Although it 
does not reach the head the sufferer loses 
all clearness of vision, and, lf not prevent­ 
ed, may fail, the fall not infrequently 
restoring the normal coaJitioa. Tnere is 
no convulsion, and 
though he —more 
probably she—can hardly be called con­ 
scious, he is Dot so profoundly unconscious 
as to be incapable of arousal, as happens 
in epilepsy. There are all dangers of faint­ 
ness, from merely feeling faint and looking 
somewhat pale to positive ani complete 
swooning. In some cases one faint is no 
sooner cared than another and another 
succeed, hour after hour, even day after 
day; It is scarcely necessary to say thai 
such cases are serious and need prompt 
treatment. The causes are various. Some 
persons are so easily affected that they 
swoom if they cut their finger or see 
any blood. Tneir defect Is over sensitive 
nerves and weak muscular fibre. 
The 
heart is essentially a muscle, which is 
feeble in some, atrong in others—feeble 
generally in women and strong in men. 
Whatever weakens the heart and muscles 
commonly produces faintness, close, foul 
air being an active cause. 
Whatever 
greatly affects the nerves, such as bad 
news or the sight of the disagreeable or 
horrible, may induce a swoon; and loss of 
blood 
is 
another 
and 
a 
serious 
incitement. 
Sound 
health, 
naturally 
accompanied 
by 
firm 
nerves 
and muscles, is the best preventive of faint­ 
ness. The majority of vigorous men go 
through all kiuds of severe and painful 
experiences witnout fainting, while deli­ 
cate men and many women swoon at trifles. 
American women, who used to faint con­ 
tinually—in crowds, at bad news, at scenes 
of distress—now faint comparatively sel­ 
dom; and the fact Is ascribed to their relin­ 
quishment, for the most part, of the habit 
of lacing, to their increased exercise in the 
open air, aud better physical conditions. 
Not one American woman faints to-day 
where, thirty years ago, twenty-five women 
tainted, and tho diminution of the disorder 
always the result of direct causes, is an 
unmistakable evidence, which other things 
corroborate, of the marked amelioration ol 
the health of the highly organized, ex­ 
tremely sensitive, but flexible and endur­ 
ing, women of our complex race.

Lincoln’s Homely Phra;es. 
Noah Brooks, ic Midsummer Holiday Scribner. 
In his letter declining an invitation to 
attend the Illinois Republican Convention, 
in 1803, Lincoln made use of two or three 
striking figures. 
Reviewing the military 
eveuta of the past year , which had been 
favorable to the cause of the Union, he 
said: “The Father of waters again goes 
unvexed to the sea.” 
And, referring to 
the fact that Southern Unionists aud ex­ 
claves had done something to help on the 
good work, he said: 
“On the spot, their 
part of the history is dotted down In black 
and white.” There was something in the 
phrase “dotted down in black and white” 
wnich mightily tickled the popular fancy. 
At the time, however, criticism was pro­ 
voked by this odd figure employed by the 
President: “Nor must Uncle Sam’s web­ 
feet bu forgotten. 
At all the watery 
margins 
they 
have 
been 
present, 
not only on the deep sea, the broad bay, 
the rapid river, but also up the narrow, 
muddy bayou-, aud wherever the ground 
was a little damp, they have been aDd 
made their tracks.” 
Lincoln was amused 
by the discussion in the newspapers to 
which the use of the phrase “ Uncle Sam’s 
web-feet” gave rise. 
He explained that 
the remarkable feats performed by the gun 
baats, in making their way through sloughs 
and bayous, heretofore considered unnavi­ 
gable, reminded him of the stealthy passage 
of water fowl. The pleasantry concerning 
light draught steamers going where “the 
ground is a little damp” is familiar 
I d 
everybody. 
it will be a long time before our people 
will forget Lincoln’s homely simile of 
“eldersquirts charged with rose-water,” as 
applied to the conservative programme for 
prosecuting the war. This was used in a 
letter addressed to Cuthbert Bullitt, of New 
Orleans, in which letter he also said that 
the conservatives were like complaining 
passengers on a ship—"the mutineers must 
go untouched, lest one of these sacred pas 
sengers 
should 
receive an accidental 
wound.” His imagination was powerfully 
stimulated by any reference to tho history 
of the republic. 
His addroes at Gettys­ 
burg, now one of the great historical 
speeches of the world, suggests, rather 
thau expresses, a crowd of Images. To 
Lincoln’s mind, 
apparently, American 
history was filled with noble aod pathetic 
figures. In some of the loftier flights of 
his eloquence may be found traces of a 
strong poetic fancy—an imagination fired 
by love of country, and inspired by the 
contemplation of the stirring events that 
have marked its history.

Paul railroad, and young Jcffris was plac­ 
ed upon a stretcher lu the Northwestern 
ticket albee. Dr. Palmer was immediate­ 
ly summoned, aud first paid his attention 
to Mr. Case. The wounded man wa9 evi­ 
dently crushed bidly. The breath came 
feebly and spasmodically, and the blood 
gurgled in his throat mid ran from his 
mouth. On the neck were several severe 
gashes, and a closer examination showed 
iherib3to have bena cradled in, and one 
leg badly crushed.

Two Years of President Hayes. 
By Walter Allen, In the Atlantic Monthly for 
’Angust. 
What, then (to sum up), bas been ac­ 
complished in the first half of President 
Hayes’ administration ? The practice of de­ 
termining the issue ot State elections by 
the authority of the national Administra­ 
tion, aud enforcing that determination by 
the army of the United States, has been 
deonitely abandoned. It was high time. 
The practice was essentially unrepublican, 
was destructive of the rightful indepen­ 
dence 
and 
diguity 
of 
Staets. was 
subversive of 
liberty, and was 
po­ 
tentially, 
it 
not 
iu 
experience, a 
wrong worse than that it was invoked to 
correct. The honor of the nation in respect 
ot financial obligations hasbeen vindicated 
in every point dependent on the action of 
the Executive, a great burden of taxation 
has been lifted, the credit of the United 
States is as good as that of any nation ic 
the world, and an era of found prosperity 
has dawned. The civil service bas bena 
purified and invigorated. 
The Executive 
has resumed the prerogative and responsi­ 
bility winch bad been relinquished to 
enable party leaders to strengthen their 
personal influence. More than at any 
other time tor two generations past, char­ 
acter, intelligence, and fitness tor doiog 
well 
tile Government's work are the 
qualifications regarded in appointments, 
rather thin zeal in party service. The 
people are delivered from the dominion of 
office holding agents of the administration 
in the conduct ot their political affairs. 
The business of the Government, whether 
affecting our foreign relations or our do­ 
mestic peace and prosperity, Is efficient­ 
ly 
managed 
with 
supreme 
regard 
to 
the 
common­ 
wealth, and not with supremo regard for 
the political fortunes of those in power. 
But already the President’s aphorism, “He 
serves his party best who serves his coun­ 
try best,” is verified. In the Congressional 
elections ot 1878 the party in power held 
its own as the party in power is seldom 
able to do In an “oil year,” and was more 
successful thao there is any ground in Tea- 
a >n or experience to suppose it could have 
b^en it the old grievances had not been 
removed. Had the President failed to do 
the things for doing which he is so ran­ 
corously blamed in some quarters, the Re­ 
publican party rn this Congress might not 
be fctronger than it was in the Forty-fourth 
Congress. The party is in abetter condi­ 
tion either for defense or attack than it 
was in two years ago. The change In the 
Republican 
position 
has 
com­ 
pelled 
the 
Democracy 
to 
un­ 
mask 
its 
purposes, aud 
to 
take 
ground where it is terribly exposed. 
For 
mis incalculable advantage on toe lines of 
party conliict, as well as for the obvious 
improvement of all national concerns, the 
administration of President Hayes more 
than Congress, aud the President more 
than any other Republican, is entitled to 
praise aud gratitude.
